NO STRIKE PROBABLE. 


Unemployeii Waiters Said to Be Re- 
sponsible for the Agitation. 

The day after the St. Louls Fair closed, 
waiters from all sections of the country, 
aggregating some 150 swarmed into St. 
Louis in search of employment, and 


to ascertain whether the Waiters’ Union 
woulda take any action on the reduction in 
wages which invariably follows the close of 
the fall festivities. ‘The regular waiters 
during the summer are paid $12 per 
week and board, while the ‘‘dinner 
men’’ or extra waiters are paid 75 cents 
for three hours’ work. The latter part of 
October the regular men are cut downin 
salary for $12to $10 and the extra waiters are 
cut from 75 cents to 50 cents. Thinking that 
a strike would be the result of the reduction, 
the city has more idle walters than have 
been in St. Louis for years. When the 
reduction was made, none of the waiters left 
their places of business, much tothe disgust 
of meimbers of the profession who arrived in 
the city with the expectation of taking the 
laces of the strikers. For two days past 
1unadreds of dodgers have been scattered 
romiscuously around the numerous Sst. 
Autis restaurants, signed by the St. Louls 
Walters’ Union, calling attention toan im- 
portant meeting of the waiters to be held at 
Central Turner: Hall. Several meet- 
ings have been held, but no action has 
been taken toindicate thata strike is likely 
to occur. The waiters have been working a 
week since the reduction was made, and 
claim that they are satisfied with the wages, 
paid during the winter months, and do 
not care to ive up thelr gitua- 
tions at this time of the year for the accom- 
modation of unemployed men. -

STRANGE CASE OF FRANK EICHLER. 


The Varpenter Who Fell Five Stories Still 
Living. 


The case of Frank Eichler, the carpenter 
who fell from the top ofa five-story building 
at the corner of Mainand Morgan streets 
recently, is developing Into an in- 
teresting. study at the City Hospital, 
Elchler’s case was remarkable at first owing 
to the fact that he seemed to have re- 


ceived no serious injury from his fright- 
ful fall. The only external mark of 
injury was the breaking of the bone 
of the middle finger of the righthand. The

The 
paralyzing of the lett arm indicated that 
there must have been a brain injury on the 
opposite side ofthe head, and the nature of 
the paralysis enabled Dr. Marks to locate It 
definitely, viz., as a wound of the fissure 
slivius located just above the right ear. 
such a wound would caus@ a Dbiood-clot 
to form on the brain and thus uce paral 
ysis of theleftarm. ‘to further examine the 
injury it would be necessary to perform a 
surgical operation onthe head, at the sup- 
posed place of the Injury.

Appeals for Reinstatement Made Too Late 
by Disfranchised Voters—The Récorder 
Wants Branch Officss Established— 
Registraton Figures by Wards anda 
Preaincts. 


Fifty men worked rapidly all of yesterday 
and to-day preparing the revised registra- 
tion sts forthe printer’s hands in the Re- 
corder’s office. A force of printers came up to 
the City Hallto-day fromthe establishment 
that is to get out the lists, and worked with 
the Retorder’s clerks till late in the after- 
noon, The Recorder’s men had each voter’s 
name onaslipof paper. The printers took 
these slips and pasted them on long sheetsof 
paper, five on a sheet, the names in each 
precinct being sent downto the publisber’s 
as fast‘as the precinct was completed. Over 
eighty thousand slips had to be handled in 
this way. - 

Scores of men, white anda black, Democrats 
and Republicans, came to the Recorder’s 
office to-day to ask why their names had been 
stricken fromthe voting lists, and they all 
wanted to hold the Recorder personally re- 
sponsible. By noon the Recorder was frantic. 

**I teil youlcan’t help it!’’ he exclaimed 
to one man who had pounded on the door till 
he got in to expostulate angrily. ‘‘I had 
nothing to do with it, nothing at all, 

‘*Maj. Williams told me once that when he 
got out of this office and went home at night 
to sleep he had to bathe his feet to 
take the blood from his head,’’ the Recorder 
said, after he had sorrowfully dismissed Tom 
Knapp, a German carriagemaker, and a 
Ninth street negro barber, all of 
whom had grievances against the 
revisors. ‘*T don’t blame the 
old man, Thelawis abominable, it doesn’t 
co the city justice, Lots of men are struck 
off who can’t be put vack through lack of 
time. If we waited any longerlI couldn’t get 
outthe lists. I’m going to recommend to the 
Legisiature that branch registration offices 
be established. That’s the only way we can 
handle the full vote of the city fairly.’’ 

‘*There’s one featureof this striking off 
business that is not generally appreciated,’’ 
said Col. David H. Armstrong. ‘‘That is, 
that it injures the city toarnounce @ smaller 
registration than we are entitled to.’’

ABOUT WILD-CATS. 

**A Cleveland Democrat’’ asks the Post- 
DISPATCH to explain why and for what 
purpose a plank was putin the Democratic 
platiorm favoring a repealof the 10 per 
cent Federal tax on State bank currency 
issues. 

He says very truly that no Democrat 
wants to see a return tothe unlimited 
wild-cat currency which was sucha nui- 
sance just preceeding the war, and he does 
not believe that any Democratic State 
Legislature will sanction a renewal of such 
issues. 

But for that very reason he is at a loss to 
know why any plank was put in the Dem- 
ocratic platform which can be interpreted 
asan indication of Democratic yearning 
for wild-cat money. - 

That interpretation of the plank referred 
to is simply a barefaced campaign lie 
which does not give a moment’s uneasi- 
ness to any intelligent business man and 
which will never be heard of again after 
the election or after the tax is repealed. 

‘hat tax was not levied forrevenue. It 
was not levied to prevent wild-cat issues. 
It was an attempt to do indirectly what 
Congress had no authority to do directly. 
It was in practice and effect nothing but a 
prohibition of notes issued by State banks, 
as good as gold, as wellsecured as any 
notes in the world, and therefore likely to 
interfere seriously with the circulation of 
national banks whose issues were re- 
deemable only in greenbacks at a time 
when greenbacks were worth but 60 or 70 
cents on the dollar in gold. 

In short, that Federal tax was a device 
securing a monopoly of the banking and 
bank-note issuing business to the capital 
invested in United States bonds. It wasa 
war measure of very. questionable consti- 
tutionality, but one which the country 
cheerfully acquiesced in so long as there 
was any necessity for thus sustaining the 
value of United States bonds, and so long 
as it gave us a sufficient national bank 
currency. 

But now, when the Government is re- 
deeming its bonds at a high premium, 
leaving the national banks nothing to 
base their issues on; we have but little 
over a hundred millions of national bank 
notes left, and know that we shall soon 
have none, The question therefore arises, 
‘*What shall we do then for banking cap- 
ital and currency?’’ and a great many of 
the ablest financiers declare that the va- 
cancy can best be filled by State banks 
chartered to issue notes perfectly secured 
by deposits of gilt-edged State and corpo- 
ration bonds. | 

It was torender this possible that the 
plank in question was inserted, and this is 
all that the Federal tax prevents. There 
are many other and far more insurmount- 
able barriers to the chartering of wild-cat 
bank currency issues—barriers which will 
stand immovable after the Federal tax on 
State bank notes is repealed or declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court.

In speakingto a repre- 
sentative of one industrial journal a few days 
later, he stated that a man working in the 
same department in the mills of Great Britian 
accomplished just about one-fourth what the 
American workman did in the same time. 

This statement was significant, indeed, for

gher wages paid to American iron- 
workers tian all the nauseating titudes 
dispensed by misguided and ted. 
protec oO rs. If.an A an work- 
man with superior productive ities does 
four times as much work as his Srans- Atian- 
tic brother, is it not fairto presume that his 
wages will be higher? 

As a further proof of the figure which pro- 
duction cuts inthe wage questlon—showing 
that the American laborer does at least 
twice the work of the foreign laborer—it may 
not be out of place to recall the experience of 
the inventors of the McKay shoe- meg 
machine. Finding their English royalties a 
great deallessthan in factories in Amerita 
employing an equal number of men, they set 
an investigating committee to work to look 
into the matter. They found that the En- 
glish mechanic performed only 47 per cent of 
the work done on the same machine in the 
shoe factories of Massachusetts. That ex- 
plains the higher wages ofthe factory shoe- 
maker in the old wg, Beg ae and not the pro- 
tective tariff, as Mr. McKinley would have us 
believe, 

When itis shown that the tariff does not 
raise wages, the stock argument of the pro- 
tectionists is rendered entirely useless, and 
this is so easily shown, as indicated by the 
foregoing facts, that it is amazing how any 
man blessed with brains can permit himself 
to be humbugged by the meaningless twaddle 
of the McKinleyites. When men have suffi- 
clent mental acumen to gee that co-exist- 
ence or succession of two facts does not neces-

CHOLERA IS CURABLE. 


The Disease Yields Readily to Proper 
Medical Treatment. 


New Yor«, Oct. 21.—In an interview Jast 
evening with Dr. Elmer Lee of Chicago, who 
arrived in this city on Friday from Hamburg, 
said: ‘‘*Cholera is not a fatal disease. Those 
whoread the lesson of sanitary living and 
heed them are notindanger. The horror of 
this disease as entertained by the people is 
largely produced by mistaken conception of 
the nature and progress of Cholera;/' and by 
the knowledge that untilrecently the treat- 
ment has not been satisfactory. Could 


the lesson be generally taught 
and understood that cholera is 
a filth disease and localized 
in the first few days to the bowels, and 
further, could they be made to see that 
ofteuthe bowels were cleaned of the filth 
at the beginning of the attack,it would ‘go far 
to remove the black and horrid impression 
of certain death now universally existing in 
the public mind both tn Europe = and 
America. When the worrying and wearing 
torture produced by animpending danger Is 
lifted it will be easier to subdue and manage 
theepidemic. Many extreme and indeed 
unscientific methods are demanded to satisfy 
the fear-stricken. Even though they be re- 
motely separated from the ground ofthe 
epidemic. In order to beable to teach the 
lesson that cholera is not a fatal disease the 
experiments where made as soon as doc- 
tors could reach St, Petersburg, with re- 
suits that were satisfactory.’’

- Wurtemburege’s King Evades Attending 


on a Slight Pretext—Wittenberg a 


Protestant Mecca—English . Farmers | 


Seeking a Remedy for the Depressed 
Condition of Agriculture—Foresign. 


WITTENBURG; Oct. 81.—This old town of 
pointed gables, quaint towers and narrow 
streets to-day presents an unique aspect. 
Everywhere bright banners and floral fes- 
toons are seen and the whole town bears a 
holiday appearance, A great pavillion has 
been built in front of the Schiosskirche’s 
doors, where the Emperor will receive the keys 
of the edifice. This church was commenced in 
1489 and finished in 1499.In 1760 it was seriously 
injured by bombardment and it suffered in 
the same manner in 1818-14, It was first re- 
stored in 1814-17 ana hasnow, owingto Eni- 
peror William’s generosity, been again re- 
stored. On thenorth side of the churchare 
the wooden doors to which Luther affixed 
histhesis. The doors were burned in 1760, 
but were replaced in 1858 by metal doors ten 
feet in height presented by Frederick Will- 
flamiv. They bear the original Latin text 
of Luther thesis. Above on a golden ground 
is a representation of Christ, with Luther 
and Molanchton at His feet. On the right 
and left above the doors are statues of the 
ejectors Frederick the Wise and John the 
Constant. The bodies of these electors are 
buried in the church. 

LUTHER’S RELICS. 

Everywhere in the town are evidences of 
the great reformer. Not far from the rail- 
way. station, outside the Elster Thor, stands 
anoak that was planted in 1830. This tree 
is said to mark the spot where 
Luther publicly burned the papal bull on 
Dec. 10, 1520. This spot is said to have been 
selected forthe purpose by Luther because 
here were buried the clothing of those who 
had died fromthe plague. In the Collegian 
strasse is the Augusteum, in the court of 
which stands Luther’s house. The first floor 
is fitted up as a Luther hall and contains 
many articles that belonged toLuther. In 


. the vestibule are anumber of paintings rep- 


resenting scenes in Luther’s life. In the 
Market place stands a statue of Luther under 
a Gothic canopy. The base bears the in- 
scription: ‘‘ists Gotte’s werk so wirds 
Destehn; ists amenschen werk, wirds un- 
terghn’’ (If it be Goda’s work, it will endure; 
if man’s, it will perish),. Under,a brazen 
siab in the Schilosskirche He the remains of 
Luther. Immense crowds of people from all 
parts of the country are in the town to wit- 
ness the dedication of the restored church. 
AN ABSENTEE. 

Although the present King William of 
Wurtemberg is but distantly connected with 
the late Dowager Queen of Wurtemberg, the 
Grand Duchess Oiga, the King appears to 
have promptly grasped her death as an ex- 
cuse for not proceeding to the Lutheran cel- 
ebration at Wurtemberg. King William, 
who Is himself a Lutheran, was traveling to 
Wittenberg when he heard of Queen Olga’s 
cdeath and he immediately returned to 
Marienwahi Castile. King William, although 
a faithful adherent of the Lutheran Church, 
has not taken kindly tothe Wittenberg ce!l- 
Thirty per cent <fhis subjects 
are Roman Catholics, who are en- 
tirely opposed to making the’ cel- 
ebration an official demonstration in 
favor of Protestantism, and it is said to have 
been only at the earnest invitation of the 
Kaiser that King Willlam consented to be 
presentatall. Added to the religious con- 
troversy involved in the demonstration is the 
fact that for some time past there has beena 
growing coolness on the part of the Wurtem- 
berg royal family toward the Kaiser and par- 
ticularism is gaining grouad in Stuttgart. 
Throughout South Germany and among the 
Catholics of other parts of the empire the 
sentifhent is very strong that the official 
glorification of Luther at Wittenberg is an 
uncalled for exhibition of hostility toward 
several millions of Germany’s population 
who claim to be faithful subjects to the 
Kaiser and as devoted to the Fatherland as 
his Protestant subjects. This view is taken 
especially in Bavaria, where both people and 
press are outspoken against the course of the 
Kaiser. 

THE KAISER PLEASED. 

It is said that on his way back from Vienna 
recently, the Kaiser stopped for upwards of 
an hour at Wittenberg, to inspect the 
Schlosskirche, the church associated with 
Luther, which has been renovated for the re- 
consecration to-day. The Emperor greatly 
admired the beauty ofthe edifice and its fit- 
tings, especially the limestone altar, the 
oaken pulpitand the Imperial pew, which 
are all by the court sculptor, Lober, whom 
His Majesty congratulated on his work, 
thanking him again and again. The Emperor 
asked what was the composition of the fluid 
with which the oakis stained. Thereupon 
the architect, Prof. Alder, who planned afd 
executed the renovation, remarked: 

**That is a business secret, your Majesty,’’ 
to which the Emperor replied: 

*‘*Indeed. Then, as itis no paicial secret, I 
do not want to know. 

His Majesty expressed great admiration for 
the arched network roof, with ribs from end 
toend, and remarked that he had only twice 
seen such a roof, onceinachurch in Lusatia 
and cnce in Bohemia. The builder of the fine

Emperor William, the Empress and $hree 
of their sons started from Pottsdam at 8:15 
o’clock this morning for Wittenberg, where 
they will take part tn the rededication of the 
restored church, to the doors of which 
Luther nailed his famous thesis against 
papal influences. They were accompanied 
by the Duke of York, Prince Gustaf, Crown 
Prince of Sweden, Prince Albrecht, the Re- 
gent of Brunswick, the Duke of Oldenburg, 
the Prince of Saxe Meiningen and Chancellor 
Von Caprivi.

LONDON, Oct. 31.—The Central Chamber of 

Agricuiture will to-morrow discuss the ques- 


from all parts of the United Kingdom to dis- 
cuss the depression in the agricultural in- 
Meetings have been ‘held at Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Northampton, Edinburgh 
and other centers at which in the voting on 
the question of holding a national conference 
a wide diversity of views was 
shown in regard to the means to 
be adopted to remedy the depression. 
The delegates were left with a free hand. 
The Liverpool Farmers’ Club has resolved to 
appealto the landlords, including the Earl 
of Derby, Lord Salisbury, the Earl of Sefton 
and the EarlofLathom, to defer their rent 
audits until March. Ata recent meeting of 
Lancashire farmers Mr. Wm. Smith, member 
ofthe House of Commons for the Northern 
Division of that county, occupied the chair. 
He declared, amid cries, that a reduction 
of rents was inevitable. Land courts, he sald, 
oughtto be formed and a sliding scale of 
rents instituted. ifthis was founc unwork- 
able the tenants must obtain the three ‘‘Fs,’’ 
meaning fixity of tenure, fair rent and free 
sale. The farmers did not want to form an 
anti-landiord league, but would rather co- 
operate with the owners of the land. 

Each side in the cotton dispute is seeking 
to fix on the other the odium of commencing 
the threatened war. The masters describe it 
asa strike, while the operatives deciare it 
will be a lockout. The fact is that the Mayors 
of Liverpool and Manchester, in their efforts 
to settie the trouble, took the masters’ view 
of the situation and caused the spinners to 
snub the effort to bring about arbitration of 
the trouble by the councils of the Master 
Cotton Spinners’ Federation and the Amai- 


gamated Society of Cotton Spinners. The 
spinners’ resolution, warning the mayors 


not to meddle with the dispute, is best ua- 
derstood by the operatives and employers 
themselves. Theleaders of ‘the Society of 
Cotton Spinners assert the ability of the 
union men to hold out for six months, and 
declare that they will teach the non-union 
Spinners a lesson. It is believed that 
& cessation of work for six weeks will so re- 
duce the accumulation of manufactured 
goods that the masters will bs wiging to re- 
open their mills at the old rate of wages, 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


SLAUGHTER OF DISEASED CATTLE IMPORTED 
INTO ENGLAND, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 31.—Sir Charles 
Tupper telegrapls from London that the 
Imperial authorities have ordered thecattle 
which were imported on the Monksealan and 
the Huronila to be traced and slaughtered. 
No decision has been communicated as tothe 
nature of the disease found inthe twoanl- 
mals slaughtered some cays ago. The 
action of tracing and ofordering killed all 
the dnimalgy*which came with ®hem polnts to 
a serious suspicion. The Minister of Agri- 
culture, at the request of Sir Charies Tupper, 
has directed that the animals shipped on 
the two steamers named be traced to the 
districts whence they came and a report ofr 
the facts be turnished. 


SCIENTIFIC MAN KILLING. 

Paris,. Oct. 31.—The reports received from 
Dahomey regarding the havoc wrought by 
the Lebel rifles, with wniciithe French forcas 
operating against the Dahomeyans are 
armed, have created interest in the exper!i- 
ments that English army medical officers 
are making on the effect of various kinds of 
rifie bullets on the human body. These ex- 
periments have proved that the Mannlicher, 
a German rifie, is the most merciful, and 
that it makes a clean wound. The new 
British magazine rifie bullet smashes bones 
and tears flesh at a distance of 1,000 yards. 
The experiments appear to disprove the 
theory that the greater the velocity of a bul- 
let the less is mutilation caused by it,

‘*1’ll make youa pair of trousers off that 
piece of goods for $8.60,’ said the tallor. 

‘*l won’t pay $8.60 fora palrof ftrousers,’’ 
said the customer. 

‘*Will you pay $8?’’ demanded the talior. 

‘‘Why should 1?’’ was the response. ‘‘I 
tell you what it is, you are getting dearer 
than you used to be. When you first started 
here inthe spring of 1890 1 could buy my 
trousers ana other things quite reasonable. 
Last year I had to pay a little More, and this 
year it’s a good deal more. That’s the way 
With tailors;they bait their customer with 
low prices, but when they’ve caught him 
they make up for it.’’ 

‘*‘Nonsense,’’ expostulated the _ talior. 
‘Why, I give you my word of honor, We are 
selling on the same margin that we sold on 
in 1899. We don’t ask a bit more profit 
than we got then. But say, old fellow, how 
much do you expect to pay for your trous- 
ers?’’ 

‘*Why $7, or something like that. You’ve 
sold me excellent trousers for $7.”’ 

‘*But that was before the passage of the 
McKinley bill. We pay more for our goo:ls 
now, a zood deal more, and, of course, we 
can’t sell at the same old prices; if we did we 
would lose money. kvery Man who buys 
clothing must pay a little more for it than he 
would have paid If the tariff had remained as 
it used to be, unless—’’

SETTLED AT LAST. 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Ham- 
mond Law Cases, 


AFTER YEARS OF LITIGATION THE LIN- 
DELL TITLE PREVAILS. 


Suits Invo.vin¢g the Ownership of $2,- 


Deciited Against the Plaintiffs — S'x 
Suits in All Disposed O!—H'story of 
the Famous Case. 


James M. Lewis received this morning a 
telegram from the Clerk of ths Supreme 
Court at Jefferson City, Mo., stating that the 
Hammond law cases had been affirmed. 

This puts an end toa historical plece of 
Htigation, in which real estate valued 
at $€2,000,000 was involved. The property 
in question embracassome of the most valu. 
able West End property, including the Louls 
Baker tract on which the Delmonico Res- 
taurant ts situated, a tract on Lindell 
avenue near Forest Park and forty acres of 
ground owned by the Academy of the Christ- 
lan Brothers, 

Besides the original case of D. L. Ham- 
mond et al, vs. Walter 8, Johnson, 
five other cases were decided, involving the 
same questions of !aw and fact. These were 
Block vs. Morrison etal., Join T. Davis vs. 
Jewettetal., David L. Hammond vs, Con- 
necticut Life Insurance Co., David L. Ham- 
mond vs. Academy of the Christtan Brothers, 
David L. Hammond vs. Honore and Hugh 
Cain pbell. 

Litigation onthe subject has been going 
oninthe State courtsfor the past twenty- 
five years. The caseof Hammond vs. 
Johnson after being decided tn both Circuit 
and Supremie Courts against the plaintiff 
was brought tothe United States Supreme 
Court on a writ of error, plaintiff ’s attorneys 
claiming that there wns a federal question 
involved. The Supreme Court overruled the 
point end remanded the case to the State 
Supreme Court, where it was affirmed this 
morning, 

in 1816 the property in question was occu- 
pied by Joseph Hunts under a Span- 
ish grant, After several transfers 
Rufus Easton, in 18238, conveyed it to 
Hammond, who left St. Louis the 
year after largely indebt. On March 12, 1819, 
sult was instituted against Hammond in the 
St. Louls District Court by Richard Relfe, 
Reverly Chew and Mary Clark for $7,500 which 
resulted in A verdict against 
Hammond on personal service for 
$6,877. Onan execution issued May 23, 1823, 
John K. Walker, the Sheriff of St. Louis 
County, seized and levied upon as the 
property of Samuel Hammond a tract of 
land containing 240 arpents, more or less, 
bounded on the south by Gratiot or Phillipson 


on the west Dy Iand of John P. Cabanne and 
on the east by land of Willlam Stokes and 


others. The land wes sold by the 
Sherif! at public auction. Messrs. Rich- 
ara Relfe and Keverly Chew, the highest 


bidders, becoming the purchasers. The prop- 
erty was lawfully transferred to them by tle 
Sheriff. Reife and Chew, the purchasers, 
executed a letter of attorney, dated Oct, 
19, 1838, and recorded March 28, 1840, 
to Jonn O’Fallon to sell and convey the 
land forthem. On ‘arch 20, 1810, O’Fallon 
conveyed the property to Peter Lindell, 
whereby the Lindell title was created. The 
Lindell heirs and representatives have occu- 
pled the property, or at least the greater 
part of it, ever since. 

The litigation was originally instituted 


June 15, 1874, inthe Sf. Louls Circuit Court.

| ABSOLUTION OF THE sITUATION sarD TO 


E* BE IMMINENT. 


Board Members Are Ritioett—Tiie Cash 
Prise System Discouraged—Johnson’s 
“Troublesome Record—The Godfrey- 
Choynski Fight—President Noel’s 
Plans—The World of Sport. 


New Yor«, Oct. 381.—The Times says: 
Sincethe meeting of the Returning Board 
of the League of American Wheelman held at 
Chicago last week much speculation has been 
indulged in as tothe decision arrived at re- 
garding the amateur question. There has 
been preservefl a decided silence by all the 
members of the board hearing on this sub- 
ject which is of such valuable importance to 
the membership of the organization at large. 
That a change has been decided on Is ad- 
mittedand only the necessary care which 
must be exercised in formulating 
the wording of the new rules accounts for 
the confidence displayed in the subject. 
There are to-day in the amateur fold League 
of American Wheelmen two classes of racing 
men, the fast and consequently prominent 
riders who tade advantage of the loose pro- 
visions of the presentamateur rules to gain 
a livelinood thereby, and theamateur whose 
lack of any great speed relegates him to a 
minor position in the racing world, and who 
proportionately has no market value. The 
former class are regularly paid by the manu- 
facturer to ride hismake of wheel through 
the medium of the various clubs who put the 
racing teams under their colors and names. 

The men are admitted through superior 
treatment to the average pure amateur, who 
lacks the advantage of first-class tralners 
and allexpenses paid. This, briefly, is the 
condition of the racing board, and the aifii- 
culty is not easy toarrive at. It is plain that 
the men must be separated in justiceto all, 
that an equal basis must be established and 
yet not split the organization upon the rock of 
professionalism. At present the amateur rule 
is a farce, and the ‘‘powers that be’’ cannot 
ignore the fact that, while it ts not possible, 
except in rare cases, toproclaim men pro- 
fessionals under its provisions,all the evils of 
makers-amateurism prevail. The change ne- 
cessary is of a constitutional nature and 
such action is dependent upon the 
favor of the national assembly at a 
constituticnal conveution called for

A‘NEW ELECTRICAL DISCOVERY. 


The Latest Effort of Instantaneous Pho- 
tography Described. 
From Electricity. 

Instantaneous photography has been per- 
fected to such a degree as to fix the image of 
@ cannon ball in its filght through the atr, 
and now a young French chemist, Henri 


Courtonne, has made a discovery by means 
of which objects far bayond the reacn of vis- 
lor. can be pictured to us as they appear at 
the moment. Sound being transmissible by 
telephone, M. Courtonne argued by analogy 
that light might be transmitted, too. 

As the telephone consists of a transmitter, 
a wire and a receiver, so there was reason to 
beiieve that these three organs might be 
adapted for transmitting light vibrations, 
and for this purpose the transmitter and re- 
ceiver should be prepared chemically for re- 
ceiving and giving out light instead of sound 
vibrations.

HILLSBORO, Oct. 31,—The State Board of 
Healthand the people of various localities 
are seriously concerned about the increasing 
prevaicnce of diphtheria in many towns tin 
the State. From some, in fact the majority 
of these places, no reports in reference to the 
disease are sent out, the business men being 


afraid such will keep away trade from 
the towns. Schools are closed at a number 
of points on account of it, and a condition 
bordering on panic exists in more than one 
towh. Investigations reveal inevery instance 
where the disease has received a foothoid 
that it is dueto grave sanitary defects in 
the locality, and failure to entorce the only 
known methods of controlling and suppress- 
ing this domestic pestifence—to-wit, !Isola- 
tion and disinfection. Where these ‘precau: 
tions are negiected, the disease spreads in- 
definitely, as is shown by a rerord kept 


proving that in the 160 last outbreaks tn* 


ulferent localities where isolation and dis- 
infection were enforced, the total number of 
cases was limited to 286, and the total 
number of deaths was sixty-six, 
In 100 outbreaks occurring’ during 
the same time where isolation and dils- 
infection were neglected the total number of 
cases Was over 1,600, and the total number of 
deaths Was #26. Isolation anda disinfection 
reduced the total number of .cases to about 
one-sixth, and the total number of deaths to 
one-fifth. There isno denying the fact that 
in lilinols the falland winter of 1893-93 bids 
fair to see alarge diphtheria epidemic. Full 
instructions forthe proper carrying out of 
prtety yds measures bave just been pub- 

ished in pamphlet form by the State Board 
of Health for tree distrinution, and it urges 
upon municipal authorities and the head of 
every household that they use their influence 
toward the enforcement of these measures.

Whe best promise of Democratic success in 
this State is found in the registration in this 
city—309,759. Itis about 30,000 heavier than 
ever before. 

It is decidedly a Democratic registration— 
the gains are all Demodratic, the decreases 

re all Republican, Itisa great registration 
for Cleveland and Stevenson. Allthe Demo- 
cratic managers are sincerely satisfied with 
it. They know what it means, because they 
know how the registration was worked for 
by the Democrats and that it ts fully up to 
their estimates of what it should be. 

Barring some of the so-called Republican 
districts the city is registered up to the full 
limit. One voter inevery five of population 
is what the census sharps callfor. One voter 
in six is nearer the factsin a city like this. 
But take it at one ia five, and eliminate Ke- 
publican decreases, and it appears that the 
Democratic vote must be registered up to the 
full limit, 

The Republican reserve vote has not come 
in. The Republican managers know it, and 
they are squirming for ‘‘fake’’ explanations 
of the registration that will encourage Ke- 
publican workers in the’ $tdtes that are 
doubtful, whichis not the case With New 
York State, which ts Democratic.

The New York City registration shows that 
the apportionment has rendered it impossible 
to makean analytical comparison of the reg- 
istration this year district by district. New 
York City has thirty Assembly districts. In

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind,., Oct. 81.—Since the 
managers of the National Democratic cam- 
paign fund feel assured that New York is 
safe for Cleveland, efforts are redoubled to 
wrest Indiana from Harrison. Whatever 
may bethe situation in other States there is 
no inaifference in Indiana, ‘*General 
apathy’’ is out of a job in Hoosierdom. 
Almost every Indianian fs a politician at all 
times, and when the presidential year comes 
round he is up early and late in behalf of his 
party. 

Were the vote to be cast to-morrow itis 
safe to say that Cleveland would have 10,000 
more ballots than Harrison, This isa very 
conservative estimate. The more enthus!i- 
astic Democrats talk of nothing less than 
15,000, and go so rar astocilaim 17,000 and 
even 20,000, 

Thatthe Republican National Committee 
have been for months back utterly disheart- 
ened at the outlook here, and that they are 
only making a last desperate assault upon 
the solid Democratic lines at the personal re- 
quest of President Harrison, seems to be 
generally conceded. During the past week 
they have poured in their heavy-weight 
speakers all along the line. 

Money is being poured intothe State and

FORMAL ACCEPTANCE THE VICE-PRESI-

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 81.—The Demo- 
cratic nominee for Vice-President of the 
United States, Hon. Adlai E. Stevenson, 
has forwarded the folowing letter of accept- 
ance to the National Democratic Conven- 
tion:

CH ARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 29. 
To the Hon. Wiliiam L. Wilson, Chairman, Etc: 

When, Inthe presence of 20,000 of my country- 
men, Laccepted the honor conferred upon me by the 
convention over which you presided, I prom! sed to 
indicate by letter, in a more formal. manner, my ac- 
ceptance ofthe nomination tendered me by the as- 
sembied representatives of the Democratic party of 
the United States. Sincethat time lI have been en- 
gaged continuallyin the diseussion before the peo- 
ple of many States of the Union of theissnes em- 
phasized by the convention, and represented by our 
candidate for President, Grover Cleveland. Oppor- 
tunity has thus been denied meto write with the 
care I would like the more formal answer promised 
to your cominittee. 

The full discussion of the public questions com- 
monly expected from a candidate for Vice-President 
has been rendered less imperative by the presenta- 
tion ofthe Democraticcreed bythe gentleman with 
whomlIhavethe honorlo be associated asa candi- 
date onthe national ticket. His treatment of the 
issues now before the country for discussion aud set- 
tlement was so complete thatI can do little more 
than indorse his position and give it the emphasis of 
my unqualified approval. 

The greatest power conferred upon human gov- 
ernment isthat of taxation. All the great strue- 
gles of the past fora »roader political Iberty have 
looked toward the limitation of this power by right 

to tax—a right which should always be limited by 
the necessities of yovernment, and to benefits 
which may be shared by all. Wheneverthis power 
is used to draw tribute from the many for the bene- 

fitof the few, or when part of the people are op- 
pressed in order thatthe remalnder may prosper 
unduly, equality is lost sightof, injustice hardens 
into precedent, which is used to excuse new exac- 
tions, and there arise artificial distinctions which 
the beneiiciaries come tolookx upon in due time as 
vested rights, sacred to themselves. 

Itis plain that our present inequitable system of 
tariff taxation has promoted the growth of such 
conditi ns in our land, favored though it has been 
by an industrious and enterprising people, a friendly 
climate, a productive soil and the highest develop- 
mentof politicalliberty. Ifthe beneficiaries of this 
system shall be able to add a new tenure of power to 
those thatthey have already enjoyed, the deyelop- 
ment of these unfavorable conditions must continue, 
until the power to tax will be lodged in those who 
are wiiling and able to pay for the per- 
petuation of privileges originally conferred 
by acontiding people for the preservation inviolate 
oftheirown Government. There is no longer pre- 
text or excuse for the maintenance of the war tariff 
in times of peace, and more thana quarter of a cen- 
tury after armed conflict has ceased. The platform 
of the National Democratic Convention demands the 
reform of this system, and the adoption in its place 
of one which will insure equality to all our people. 
J aim in full and hearty accord with these purposes, 

The Convention a'sodeciared its position en the 
currency question in no unmeaning words when it 
said in its platform: 

**We hold to the use of both gold and silver as the 
standard money ofthe country, andtothe coinage 
of both goldand silyer, without discriminating 
against either metal or charge for mintage, but the 
doliar unitofcoinage of both, metais must be the 
equal intrinsic or exchangeable value, or be ad- 
justed through international agreement or by such 
safeguards Of legislation asshall insuse the parity 
of the two metals, and the equal power of every 
dollar and at ali tines in the markets and in the pay- 
laent of debt,and we demand that all paper currency 
shaill be kept at par ant redeemabie in such cola,’’ 

To this plain and unequivocal declaration in favor 
of sound, honest money I subscribe without reserva- 
tion or qualification. Agafe circulating medium is 
absolutely essential tothe protection of the business 
interests of our country, while to the wage-earner or 
the farmer it is all-important that every dollar, what- 
ever its form, that finds ite wayinto his pocket suail 
be of equal, unquestioned and univesrally exchange- 
able value, and of equal purchasing power. 

Another issue of great inoment in the pending con- 
test is the force bill, the magnitude of which cannot 
beoverstated. It may mean the control of the ¢lec- 
tion of Representatives in Congress by the bayonet.

The 
doctors call homesickness nostalgia and pre- 
scribe forit.

Five yearsagolIcame 
here by sea from New York City with about 
$1,800 or $2,000 in my purse. 

**Of course, I made friends on board. 

‘*Before we reached the Hatteras, three 
days out, I had got intothe good graces of 
two or three gentlemen, who Kindly taught 
me to play poker, and generously allowed me 
to pay for tiie drinks. 

‘*rhen I obtained the easiest kind of an in-

scribing an endless serles of curves, convex 
and concave. ‘the venerable occupants are 
seated in split-bottom chairs and are attired 
in their ‘‘*bes’ bib-en-tucker,’’ with their 
fiaming apparel ‘‘settin’ two ways fer Sun- 
day’’—to employ the vernacular—by which 
they mean to suggest the all-pervading pres- 
ence of starch, which plantation darklies 
were accustomed to use unstintedly. Thus, 
with an entire absence of self-consciousness, 
the aged couple arrived at the church in due 
time. 

If itbe a shrine intended exclusively for 
dusky worshipers, the building will be a 
large rectangular structure composed of 
logs, the apertures between being chinked 
with inud and clay, and the roof consisting 
of rows of rough oak clapboards, held in 
place by long saplings lying lengthwise with 
the building, and these in turn being secured 
by prongs of hickory. The most conspicuous 
adjunct of thishumble house of worshiptis 
the chininey, which leans away from the 
structure witha hurt, offended air. It looks 
as though it were about to topple down, and 
its heterogeneous materiaisconstitute an im- 
penetrable mystery, held by a framework of 
of sticks and clay. 

There wvs no scarcity of negro preachers 
inthe ante-vellum days. On every planta- 
tion there were a namber of ‘‘exhorters,’’ 
who were regarded with pious fear aud ven- 
eration by the negroes. Inthe services con- 
ducted by these biack ministers the women 
participated as much as the men, and some 
of their ‘‘speriences’’ were extremely 
amusing; but allinall their worship was pe- 
culiarly impressive, if not weird, 

No rites of pomp or pride beguile their soul; 

No organ peals, no ciouds of incense roll, 

But, line by line, untutored voices raise, 

Like the wild birds, their simpie notes of praise. 
And hearts of love, with true devotion, bring 
Incense more pure to Heaven's eternal King. 
Singing is one of nature’s first and best 

gifts to the negro, and no music is more 
resonant with melody than the voices of sev- 
eral hundred bDiacks singing ‘*‘De Ole Shinin’ 
Zion,” as with supple genuflexion, their 
bodies swaying back and forth and their 
hands clapping, they keep time with the 
singing. An emotional race, the negro Is in- 
tensely susceptibie to the intluence of music, 
and with melody comes the irresistible de- 
sire to move the ieet, pat the Knee or make 
gesticulations with the hands. 

In the milder seasons ofthe yearthe negro 
worshipers assemble beneath a spacious 
arbor formed by a framework of saplings 
resting in the forks of small growing trees, 
or of others cut down and stuck into the 
ground. Uponthts crude scaffolding were 
deposited quantities of pine boughs, which 
protected the congregation from the sun and 
the showers, and dispersed an aromatic odor 
that was by no means disagreeable. 

Anobject of the most envious concern to 
the other darkies on the plantation was the 
family coachman, or carriage driver, or that 
one of theirnumber who was singled out togo 
with ‘‘young milstis’’ or any other member 
of the household toechurch. Aside from this 
being considered a recognition of superior 
meritand amark of speciai confidence, it 
carried withit many privileges whieh were 
greatly enjoyed. It meant more comfortable 
transit to and from church,more presentable 
apparel, and, best of all, ‘‘good eatin’s,’’ 

The sermon over, & general handshaking by 
the dispersing congregation was in order,and 
sometimes, whena sermon was to follow in 
the afternoon and the day was a pleasant 
one, the attendants divided themselves into, 
little groups here and there. ‘he baskets 
were opened and the lunches, prepared by the 
old-time Southern cooks, were heartily en- 
joyed. <A general interchange of smali talk 
and the news of the neighborhood made time 
pass swiftly; then came the second ser- 
inon, after which ‘‘young mistis’” Is escort- 
ed back to the carriage by some gallant beau 
who, seeing her and perhaps the ‘‘old folks’ 
comfortably seated within, bows himself 
away ina Chesterfieldian manner. The sable 
aristocrat with the rigid demeanor slams the 
door to witha Dangand with becoming dig- 
nity ascends to his perch. Then with calm 
deliberation he draws up the laprobe and 
carefully tucks it. around him. A moment 
laterthe reinsarein his hands, and then 
with a crack of the whip the coach rolls away 
and is soon lost to sight ina cioudof dust.
